effective date; and generally relating to the Comprehensive Standard Health 8

 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 15 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 16

 (b) (1) Subject to paragraph (2) of this subsection, the Commission shall 19 

exclude or limit benefits [or adjust cost–sharing arrangements] in the Standard Plan 20 

if the average rate for the Standard Plan exceeds 10% of the average annual wage in 21 

the State. 22 
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  (2) The Commission annually shall determine the average rate for the 1 

Standard Plan by using the average rate submitted by each carrier that offers the 2 

Standard Plan. 3 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 4 

July 1, 2011. 5
